HISTORIC “MANTEL FOUND. 


Old Octagon House Has One of Two 
Given to Washington by Lafayette. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—While serv- 
ing as a member of the Inauguration Sub- 
committee, appointed to mark points of 
historic interest, Joseph I. Keefer of this 
city made an interesting discovery. He 
made it while attending to the masking 
of the old Octagon House occupied by 
President Madison in 1814, after the Brit- 
ish had burned the White House, Mr. 
Keefer said to-day: 

“For a long time I had been hunting 
about the old houses connected with the 
history of Gen. Washington to see if I 
could find anything of a famous mantel 
brought to this country by Gen. Lafayette 
during the Continental war, which was 
one of a pair. A few weeks ago I found 
; the much-sought object in the old O¢to- 
| gan House, corner of Bighteenth Street 
| and New York Avenue, where for years 
| it has stood. On a corner of it I found 
| the marks of the French maker, which 
correspond with those on the other one 
| exactly, 
|_‘*The Harewood House, Charlestown, 
| West Va., which was built by Gen. Wash- 
ing for his brother Samuel, where Louis 
Philippie (afterward King ot France) 
| Spent nearly a year, and where Washing- 
ton delighted to bring Lafayette, contains 
the other mantel. Harewood House still 
remains in the family of Washington and 
is unchanged.

WRANGLE WITH GROUT. 


| Controller Stops It by Conveying Some 
Information on Playgrounds. 


Controller Grout got into a wrangle With 
Borough President Ahearn and President 
Fornes of the Board of Aldermen yestér- 
day at the meeting of the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment.

tion one must go back to the early eighties, when 
his wonderful poetry wae taken less as a matter of 
course than it is now. Jthose were years when our 
college tasks were interrupted every little while by 
the appearance of some new volume of precious 
poetry by Browning or Tennyson, by Morris or IRos- 
setti, and long hours would be spent in cager, dclight- 
ful reading. Arnold, it is true, had ceased to write, 
except as a eritic, but his name and persenality were 
none the less touched with glamour, his work none 
the less cherished. The sixth of the immortals of 
that far-off golden age was the author of “ Ata- 
lanta in Calydon,” and in some ways he was the 
most compelling of them all, astonishing and un- 
rivaled in his accomplishment. He was not so much 
a mentor as a sorcerer, and it was with a sort of 
divine intoxication that we used to chant “ The 
Triumph of Time,” “ The Garden of Proserpine,” the 
close of “‘ Anactoria,” or the choruses of “ Atalanta.” 
In volume and magic of sound no English poet had 
ever matched these things. 't seemed. They carried 
us away by their unexpected splendor of diction, 
their novel and Incomparable harmonies, their noble 
fervor. They came upon the impressionable ear 
like enchanted strains from some mysterious land, 
fabulous, lonely, and“mournful, yet lovely with all 
the loveliness of unforgotton joy. Their sorrowful 
cadences, their sad refrains, their pitiful sentiment, 
appealed to the wilful melancholy of youth, while 
their lofty and uncalculating radicalism quickened 
its generosity. It did not occur to us in those days 
that restrdint wus any part of perfection, or that 
these miracles of poetic artistry would have been 
more beautiful had they been less recklessly diffuse, 
At least, if any such suspicion ever crossed our 
minds, we loyally put it aside. 


But those bright days of romance could not last. 
One byjone #he great singers brought their work to 
a close, leaving none to take their places; while 
their youthful admirers heard the call of the world, 
and were forced, however reluctantly, to go about 
the world’s business. Then, too, there had to come 
a time of riper judgment, more discriminating ap- 
preciation, more exacting taste. As years went by 
they brought a change of spiritual and mental needs; 
the sensuous music of “ Poems and Ballads” grew 
a little monotonous and unsatisfying in our ears, 
and failed to charm us as it had at first. What 
the reason for this may have been who shall say? 
In the cold disillusionment of an age of prose I find 
myself wondering whether it was due to a failure 
of enthusiasm in ourselves, or whether thero is 
really an inherent deficiency somewhere in Mr. 
Swinburne’s poetry which makes it incapable of 
holding one for long. Poetry at its best, like all 
art at its best, must surely be a thing of such power 
as to sway men and women of all conditions and — 
requirements with more than a passing influence. 
Its hold must be permanent, its zest perennial, while 
its subtle power to move us must prevail against 
the slowly benumbing frost of time. Poetry which | 
falls short of these demands, which charms us for 
a time and then can charm us no more, which 
brings our senses under the spell of its enchantment —

There, I believe, is the essential flaw in 
this masterly poet’s work. He is, if we 
may judge, a man of unbounded exuber- 
ance, of unbridled enthusiasm; he knows 
no moderation nor restraint; he is all 
superlative, always excessive; he will 
never use an adjective where he can pos- 
sibly use two; he is never satisfied with 4 
perfect line without wanting to duplicate 
it. From a single poetic thought he will 
brew a barrel of verbiage. He seems 
never to have comprehended the value of 
economy in art. It never has occurred to 
him that reiteration is almost always a 
mark of weakness, He has never per- 
ceived what power there is in being con- 
cise. He is, as was said of Gladstone, 
“intoxicated with the exuberance of his 
Own verbosity,"’ and can never be 
quenched as long as there is an adjective 
left in the dictionary. He must exhaust 
the very resources of language before he 
will desist.

The flaw- 
less line of the statue appears only when 
the superfluous marble has been cut 
away. Without modulation all crude na- 
tive force must lose half its effectiveness 
and be dissipated in irrelevancy, whether 
it is manifesting itself in nature, in s0- 
ciety, or in art. It is not enough that 
poetic inspiration should be spontaneous 
and plentiful in any given instance, it 
must be regulated, controlled, and tem- 
pered by logic before it can wholly serve 
the best purposes of poetry. 

Again, all art, and particularly the art 
of poetry, must not only be restrained and 
free from excess; it must be balanced in 
all its essentials; it must devote itself to 
satisfying our curiosity as well as playing 
upon our emotions and charming our 
senses. It must help to satiate our love 
of truth, our desire for knowledge, our 
longing for a reasonable explanation of 
the universe, at the same time and in the 
same measure that it helps to satisfy our 
love of sensuous beauty and all the gen- 
erous aspirations of the spirit. Poetry 
has obligations, in other words, not only 
to the fastidious taste and the inflam- 
mable heart of the reader, but to his clear 
reason as well. These latter requirements 
the poetry of Mr. Swinburne fails to meet. 
Poetry, indeed, must not smack of phi- 
losophy, yet every poet must have a phi- 
losophy of his own, and that philosophy 
must be inherent and discoverable in his 
work. In poetry of the first order the phi- 
losophic pith is significant and valuable. 
In less important poetry it is insignificant 
and of little worth, either because it is 
trite, or because it is false, or because 
it is vague or fantastic. 

Some such reason as this, if | am not 
mistaken, lies at the root of Mr. Swin- 
burne’s comparative failure as a poet —his 
failure to reach that influential place in 
eurrent literature which his great gifts 
would have otherwise entitled him to hold. 
For while we all gladiy acknowledge his 
eminence, we must also regretfully admit 
the slightness of his hold on the regard 
of his age. He has been belauded and 
revered as a master by all lovers of 
technique; he has failed to make him- 
self felt as a power in his generation. 
For all his splendid achievement he pipes 
to us in vain. He does not touch the 
heart of the multitude as Tennyson and 
Longfellow touched it; he does not stim- 
ulate thought and satisfy our mental un- 
rest as Browning did; he has none of Ar- 
and repose. He fills. the 
ear without feeding the mind, and we 
turn away in disappointment from his 
resonant but empty dithyrambs. 

All these ungracious things must only 
be said, of course, in the interest of the 
severest criticism, in-an attempt, which 
is perhaps futile after all, to judge the 
poetry of our own day in comparison with 
the greatest poetry of all time. And they 
may be said, I hope, without detri- 
ment to Mr. Swinburne’s fame. For in 
spite of all detractions he remains one of 
the chief ornaments of the Victorian age 
of poetry, that is to say, one of the illus- 
trious poets of the world. As a wizard 
startling and magnifi-

JOHN WISE’S BOOK. 


THE LION'S SKIN. 
a Novel History. 


A Historical Novel and 
P B te Wise. Au- 
thor of “The 


“ Doomed,” &c. 13me. Po. 404.- New 
York. Doubleday, Page & Co. 

As a novel Mr. Wise’s book, while it 
contains some excellent material, will not 
hold the average reader's attention. But 
it is only ostensibly a novel. It is rather 
a personal explanation, and as such will 
interest persons who know who Mr. Wise 
is. Such persons are somewhat numer- 
ous, for the expatriated Virginia politician 
has been something of a public character 
~—a Congressman—even a candidate for 
Governor—and has made talk. This is 
mentioned merely as a warning to people 
who may not know Virginia or Mr. Wise, 
and may not therefore care for a book 
which contains with a little mild romance 
a great deal of strong local Virginia poli- 
tics—and this politics of a generation ago. 

On the surface “ The Lion's Skin” is 
life history of Powhatan Carrington 
of Virginia. Carrington was only nine- 
teen years old when the Confederacy 
went to pieces, but he had already, 
like many of his age, borne arms 
and won a commission. After the war 


| he studied law at the University of Vir- 


ginia, married a pretty and very serious 
girl from the North, and settled down in 
Richmond to practice his profession and 
pursue politics, Gradually he drifted (and 
Mr. Wise attributes to him in this mat- 


| ter the highest motives) into being a Re- 


publican instead of a Democrat, selecting 
for the moment of adopting his new faith 
a time when, justly or unjustly, the mere 
name Republican was as a stench in the 
nostrils of his fellow-townsmen. After 
that these fellow-townsmen were so un- 
gracious that he found it pleasanter to 
leave Richmond and remove with his 
family to ever-tolerant New York. There 
the story leaves him, prosperous exceed- 
ingly, with a most cosmopolitan exterior, 
clubs, carriages; surrounded by a family 
of sons who have gained glory in the 
Spanish-American war. Sven his South- 
ern accent is gone, though he persists in 
having negro servants. That's all there 
is to the story. 

For people who know Virginia, whatever 
view they take of Carrington’s career, (it 
is strangely like Mr. Wise’s own except in 
the matter of the lost accent,) the book 
is full of matter which will stir the mem- 
ories of the older and interest the younger. 
For these last are certain to have heard 
much of the events with which it deals. 

The scenes in Richmond just after thé 
war are described as an eye-witness saw 
them, and so, too, the conditions at the 
University of Virginia in 1865 and 1866— 
almost comic operalike in spite of the 
tragic earnestness of it. Most of the stu- 
dents had been soldiers; many of them 
officers, for there had been nobody to 
teach or be taught in the Winters before, 
from sixteen years and upward every 
mother’s son was in the army. The Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics (who had himself 
been an officer on Gen. Lee’s staff) was 
very punctilious, they relate, in address- 
ing the students by their titles. “ Col. 
So-and-So,”” he would say, “ will you ex- 
plain this proposition to the class?"’ And 
the Colonel, who might have led a brigade 
into battle a year before would “ recite’ 
like any schoolboy. There is, too, the re- 
construction period, the famous “ black- 
convention, which made a new 
Constitution for old Virginia; the troub-

W. E. Fitch’s New Book on ‘‘ Some 
Neglected History of North 

Carolina.”’* 

MAY not be novel to the 

careful students of American 

history to be told that 
May 16, 41771, 
North Carolina, the first 
armed resistance took place 
and the battle for Independ- 
in a contest between 
King and the Republicans 
at Alamance. Mr. William Edwards Fitch 
in his volume, “Some Neglected History 
of North Carolina,"’ presents all the facts 
obtainable. The author calls the Battle 
of Alamanee the first effort on the part 
of the Colonists to throw off the yoke of 
British oppression. This action, ‘‘a mo- 
mentous event in the great drama,”’ led 
up to the sigfing of the Mecklenburg Dec- 
laration of Independence.’ The date of 
the Battle of Lexington is April 19, 1775. 
The reason for both the contests was that 
the Colonists determined to oppose the 
Stamp act of 1765. 
however, much to do with the organiza- 
tion of the party called the Regulators, 
for the Goverftior of thé Province, Tryon, 
was cordially hated. In November, 1765, 
the man-of-war Diligence, accompanied 
by the sloop-of-war Viper, arrived at 
Brunswick with the stamps, for the Home 
Government had been informed that there 
would be resistance on the part of the 
Colonists. William Houston had been ‘ap- 
pointed as the distributor. of the stamp 
papers, but he declined the task. The 
North Carolina Gazette of Nov. 20, 1765, 
describes some of the incidents of the 
time. In Wilmington, “near Five Hun- 
dred People assembled in this town, and 
exhibited the effigy of a ‘Certain Honora- 
ble Gentleman,’ and after letting it hang 
by the Neck for some Time, near the 
Court House, they made a large Bonfire 
with a Number of the Barrels, and com- 
mitted it to the flames.’ Next all hands 
Assembled and drank to “ Liberty, Prop- 
erty, and no Stamp Duty.” It having 
been- learned that Dr. William Houston, 
Esq., had declined to become “ the Dis- 
tributor of Stamps, * * * they placed 
him in an Arm Chair and carried him 
around the Court House.”” There were 
open acts of resistance directed _toward 
the two men-of-war. It may be that the 
staries of ‘the days are somewhat col- 
ored, but Mr. Fitch writes, ‘‘ The amazed 
Governor sought to conciliate the en-

The Governe@s tastes and desires for 
luxury were gratified in 1767, he carrying 
out his scheme of taxing the colony to 
erect a palace, and to accomplish his plans 
he devoted all the intrigue of the politi- 
cian and the boldness of the soldier by tax- 
ing the Colonists £20,000 ($100,000) to build 
his palace at Newberne, tHe capital Tv 
a people in an embryonic state or society, 
with but few resources and less money, 
this bold determination.on the part of the 
Gevernor to gratify his royal vanity was 
productive of serious results. The uild- 
ng was constructed of brick and marble 


imported from England. 

The abuse of power, the extortions of 
the petty officers brought about protests 
oa the part of the people. The first ad- 
of Regulators appeared in 
August, 1766. Their organization was of 
some months before. Endeavoring to set 
their grievances before the Governor, he 
treated them with signal contempt. Then 
the Regulators, determined to offer armed 
resistance tO the Governor and ‘his fol- 
lowers, the “ outrageous Judges, unscrup- 
ulous attorneys, dishonest Sheriffs, and 
thieving, villainous county officers, all 
confederates of the tyrannical Tryon, 
Governor of the Province of North Caro 
lina.’ Finally the Regulators assembled 
at Alamance Camp, and once more sent 
a deputation to the Governor. Tryon 
would not give them a hearing, and what 
is worse is said to, have fired upon them 
“with his own hands,” killing Mr. Robert 
Thompson, an unarmed gentleman, who 
was in camp interceding for the Regu- 
lators. Tryon’s order book sWows that he 
had made the fullest preparations for the 
reception of the Regulators, for he-had 
cavalry and artillery.. Totally unprepared 
the Regulators were defeated. It is not 
-easy to tell the precise number of men 
on either side. The Regulato?s are sup- 
posed to have numbered 2,000, the Eng- 
lish 1,200. Nine Regulators were killed 
. and twenty-seven of the Royalists. As to

Mr. Fitch accepts what is so often ig- 
nored, that-when the battle of Lexington 
was fought, the Colonists had no wish 
for a total separation from the mother 
country, nor was it thought of until 
1776, but he adds: 

We feel in duty bound, as a true North 


cause justice, and the Colony of Massa- 
chusetts, with the glories of her Lexing- 
ton, must yield precedence to the ola 
Nortt. State and her * Alamance,” where

A Successful “‘ First Book.” 


THE FUGITIVE BLACKSMITH. 
D. Stewart. Pp. $21. New 
Century Company. $1.50, 

“The Fugitive Blacksmith,’” by Mr. 
Charles D, Stewart, is another of those 
“first books’ that make the reader fali 
to wondering by what possible apprentice- 
ship its author aawrived, unseen and un- 
heard by the world at large, at such full- 
srown mastery of the art of story telling 

perhaps not mastery of the technical 
difficulties of style and construction, but 
surely of the more intangible and un- 
usual qualities of insight,-originality, hu 
mor, philosophy, and all that is wont te 
distinguish the veteran novelist from the 
amateur. Any veteran might well be glad 
and proud to round off even the achieve- 
ment of a lifetime with a study of human 
nature such as this story of Mr. Stew- 
art's “ Blacksmith,’’! so interesting in 
fresh.and unexpected ways, so rich in the 
fruits of keen and kindly observation, and 
the true artist's appreciation of much that 
escapes the untrained eye.

UR editorial on the use I 
make of the chaining of Jef- 
ferson Davis in “ The Clans- 
‘man"’ raises an interesting 
question on which I, beg 
leave to differ with you, You 
say that it would have been 
better had I given eredit to Dr. Craven's 
book, “The Prison Life of Jefferson 
Davis,” in my preface, A second 
thought must convince you of the im- 
possibility of such a thing. A novelist 
has an absolute right to the use of his 
_ historical material in constructing a work 
of fiction, provided he pours it into his 
own soul, melts it and makes it his own. 
Unless he has done-this, he has no right 
to use it at all, and no amount of ack- 
nowledgment in prefaces, footnotes, or ap- 
pendices can save him from the just con- 
demnation of his readers. Any scene in 
a novel that requires a preface to justify 
it, should be cut out by the publisher, if 
the author has not sense enough to do it 
himself. —- 

In the eighteen months of preparation 
for writing ‘‘The Clansmdan,” more than 
four thousand volumes of historical and 
controversial material passed through my 
hands. Nearly a thousand volumes I 
bought outright and placed in my library, 
as I needed to make a clearer study of 
them than was possible in the great 
libraries. Many of these books were very 
valuable, yet most of them were of no 
value to me or anybody else. If I had 
used a preface for the purpose of cata- 
loguing every authority and giving my 
readers a statement of the value and 
weight of each work, the preface would 
have been longer than the ‘book. 

“The Prison Life of Jefferson Davis” 
was one of the most valuable books I read. 
Every word in it was gold for me. Dr. 
Craven was dismissed from his position 
for writing it. It is a leaf torn from his 
heart and the heart of the Nation. I sin- 
cerely hoped when I used the scene from 
it that I might bring about its reprint. I 
knew some smart man would early dis- 
cover the use I had made of it, accuse 
me, and thus aid its circulation. The 
chaining scene of Mr. Davis I set in the 
life of Dr. Cameron because of its broad 
symbolism of the insane passions which 
convulsed the Nation in those fearful 
years from 1865. to 1870. The scene was 
re-enacted a thousand times in the South 
by the military martinets who found 
themselves suddenly masters of the tives 
and fortunes of a crushed and ruined peo- 
ple. The leading of prominent men in 
chains among the populace_was one of the 
favorite amusements of those who bore 
the arms of the Nation in my native vil- 
lage and county. I have often seen it as 
a child. Yet I could best express my 
meaning historically by following closely 
(he awful scene in which Jefferson Davis 
suffered vicariously for the whole stricken 
pecple, 

It was not my business to label these in- 
cidents with historical tags. It would 
have been a crime aguinst every canon 
of art to have done so. It is my busin@Ss 
on the other hand to write a novel in such 
a way that not one grain of the dust of 
libraries shall stick to it or a single finger 
print of the student's preparation show 
on its pages. Why it that George 
Elict’s “ Romola” does not rank with 
“The Mill on the Floss’? Because 
*Romola ”’ shows the work of its prepara- 
tion in the fin'shed page. Had she digest- 
ed her material it would have been a 
greater book.

As a final clincher in my argument, I 
may say that among the books I bought 
in my preparation of “‘ The Clansman” 
was a bound set of THE NEW YORK TIMES 
frem 1851 to 1908. Mr. Raymond, the 
first editor of Tae Times, was pre-emi- 
nently Lincoln's representative on the 
floor of the House. It was necessary for 
me to follow: his speeches, editorials, and 
news columns with the closest care. I 
derived more benefit historically from 
these books than any other single set. 
Yet how on earth could I acknowledge 
such a thing? It would have required 
marginals and foot-notes, prefaces, and 
appendices, so thick and bristling that my 
prospective readers would have shuddered 
at the very touch of the book, 

Of course, I used the chainimg of Mr. 
Davis and the incident of his servant Rob- 
ert—did it deliberately, because, artistic- 
ally, it best served my purposes. I sim- 
piv claim that, as these scenes stand jn 
“The Clansman,’’ they are mine—vital 
parts of the red blood of my story.

DR. GRENFELL’S PARISH. 
Fishermen. By Norman Duncan. i 
Pp. 155. New York: The Fleming H.. Re- 
vell Company. $1. 

In chis little book Mr. Norman Duncan 
professes to be no storyteller. His freight 
is fact—fact not less true for being put 
into vigorous language. And the lan- 
guage is vigorous. What he calls Dr. 
Grenfell’s parish is the long, rocky coast 
of Labrador and of Newfoundland, over 
against it, where Dr. Grenfell has labored, 
and is laboring, sailing the icy seas in fog 
and storm and tending the bodies (and 
minding somewhat also the souls) of the 
scatte dwellers in a vast, drear coun- 
try, which is less desolate since he came 
into it. Dr, Wilfred T, Grenfell is an 
Englishman, and he is commissioned by 
the “ Royal National Mission to Deep Sea 

shermén,” but first of all he is a man 
without fear and full of faith. So much 
you gather from Mr. Duncan's account, 
which, however, is chiefly concerned, 
not with the doctor, but with his monster 
parish and the inhabitants of it. 

First the author describes the coast, 
“naked, rugged, desolate, lying sombre 
in a mist. * * * There is no inviting 
stretch of shore the length of it—no sandy 
beach, no line of shingle, no grassy bank; 
the sea washes a thousand miles of jagged 
rock.”” Then he tells of the islands strung 
along, the innumerable little-harbors into 
which a ship may slide through a channel 
unbelievably narrow and be safe; then of 
storms and wrecks,and fogs so thick and 
so sudden the afterdeck may be “in 
soggy gloom-and bright sunshine at the 
bow.” 

Mr. Duncan has a catalogue of ships 
that bave run upon these rocks or fust 
missed ‘em, ships whose names are a sort 
of inspiration, the schooner All's Well, 
(‘ which was not her name,"’) the schoon- 
er Right and Tight, the Army Lass, whose 
skipper went upon an iceberg to get a 
view of the seascape—since the fog lay 
low and dense.

ed the sick “ when he had a mind.” This 
man “is dead—the folk thank God for it 
~being drunk on a stormy night, he fell 
down the companionway and broke his 
neck.” §So the author tells of the “ live- 
yeres"’ or perfhanent dwellers on the 
Labrador, fishers and trappers—and grim 
stories -he has of the lives they lead and 
the deaths they die. From them he passes 
to the men who go with the fishing fleet 
from Newfoundland every Summer and 
what marvelous seamen they are—and 
many things about them good to hear. 
Especially of one in whom by his own ad- 
mission “ the stn of jokin’ put his soul in 
danger of bein’ hove overboard into the 
burnin’ lake."’ Wherefore he sang doleful 
songs to keep his spirits down. 

The doctor's work, his hospitals, his 
steamings on his little slit Strathcona, 
the doctor himself upon the bowsprit 
peering into the fog bank as she dashes 
along in weather when even Labradormen 
stay in port, his journeyings with sledge 
and dogs in Winter—all for those sick of 
his—these complete a‘book which not only 
fires you with admiration for, Dr. Gren- 
fell’s work but induces @ sort of envy of 
the bold life he leads fighting the cold and 
the sea and taking joy therein. 


Excavations in the Forum. 


A popular account of the excavations in 
the Roman Forum from 1898 to 1904 in 
handy form is shortly to be brought out 
here by Charles Scribner's Sons. It‘is by 
E. Burton-Brown, who has been lecturing 
in the Forum twice a week during the 
Winter. The book is intended not only 
to present information concerning the ex- 
cavations, but also an account of the light 
they have thrown upon the religion and 
history of the Romans, and through these 
upon the character of the people. As far 
as possible, Mr. Burton-Brown says in 
his preface, well-known facts contained 
in the many previous publications about 
the Forum have been omitted; but the 
monuments that were not recently exca- 
vated have been noticed in their place, in 
order to make the little volume a com- 
plete handbook. 

A short introduction has been written 
by Comm. Boni, the Director of the ex- 
cavations. This is an abridgment of his 
papers, ‘“‘Il Metodo”’ and “ Dalle Ori- 
gine.’ Comm. Boni writes in conclusion: 

Vast’ developments of human affairs 
separate the times of the Roman anti- 
quarians, such as Varro and Verrius Fla- 
cus, from our own. Many monuments 
have been defaced, and many records 
have grown dimmer, and the scope of our 
researches is very different from theirs, 
Yet the difference is rather apparent than 
real, for the search after truth is still the 
common motive of all seekers into history 
who cannot and will not be satisfied with 
mere names and numbers that have 
neither body nor soul, The methods that 
have reached down to the uttermost 
strata of the Forum, and must reach

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Early Conceptions of Christ. 


“The Early Christian Conception of 
Christ: Its Significance and Value in the 
History of Religion,” by Prof. Otto 
Pfieiderer of the University of Berlin, 
which G. P. Putnam's Sons are publishing 
this week, is an expansion of a lecture 
delivered by the author before the Inter- 
national Theological Congress at Amster- 
dam, in September, 1903. He has attempt- 
ed, he writes in his introduction, by sep- 
arating away later accretions and by fal- 
ing back upon the oldest historic sources, 
to approach as nearly as possible to the 
historic truth concerning Christ, “ and to 
present his form, in its simple human 

andeur and stripped of all mythical ac- 
cessories, as the ideal of a lofiy and noble 
religious hero, worthy of the veneration 
of the mind and heart of the modern 
world,” 

The book has been divided into five 
chapters—‘ Christ as Son of God,’’ “Christ 
as Conqueror of Satan,” “Christ as a 
Wonder-Worker,” “Christ as the Con- 
queror of Death and the Life-Giver,” 
“Christ as the King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords.”’ The author writes in his con- 
cluding chapter: 

As we survey the numerous points of 
likeness between the faith of the early 
Christians and the religious ideas current 
in the world around them, we can scarce- 
ly fail to-be convinced that Christianity 
could not have fallen from heaven as 
something quite new and unique, but that! 
it sprang up in the world of those days 
as the ripe fruit of ages of development 
and in a soil that was already prepared. 
Now it is, of course. easily comprehen- 
sible that this new evolutionist method of 
inquiry should have such a disturbing in- 
fluence upon many persons, conservatives 
as well as critics; that they at once draw 
the most radical conclusions and imagine 
that Christianity is_robbed of its unique 
character and its abiding worth because 
it appears to be nothing more than a com- 
bination of ideas that had existed for 
ages, and are nowadays altogether anti- 
quated. But such conclusions are most 
hasty and rash.

The word is Stevenson's, unless, as 
We seem vaguely to recall, it was 
Charles Reade’s before him, Stevenson 
bemg by the nature of his gift and 
work one of the most valuable, and 
Charles Reade one of the most negligi- 
ble, of autocritics. But all self-criticism 
of a writer who tempts his readers to 
criticism is at least readable. And the 
main, indeed, the only, novelty of the 
collective edition of Swinburne which 
has been issued on the other side by 
Messrs. Chatto and Windus and on this 
by Messrs. Harper & Brothers is the 
“Dedicatory Epistle” to Theodore 
Watts Dunton. In this the poet who is 
too perpetually precipitate ever to be 
called “aged,” but who surely must, 
after a career of almost exactly forty 
years, allow himself to be called “ vet- 
eran,” gives his view of his own work, 
and incidentally a treatise on poetry. 
Of the readableness of it there in at 
least no question whatever.

“ impressionism ” invaded the field. We 
infer that the editor of The Academy 
believes the day of these lamentable 
things is now passing, that there is to 
be a reawakening of culture. He sees 
around him, in London, signs of “ the 
revival of the first-class weekly paper.” 

This is all very interesting. But, set- 
ting aside the favorite British theory 
of the debasing transatlantic influence 
of American journalism, we fancy that 
London weekly journalism began to fall 
away when the competition of London 
daily journalism in its own field be- 
came too strong for it. The remark- 
able development of the daily news- 
paper is one of the striking facts of the 
last quarter century in England as well 
as in this country. If the “ first-class 
weekly newspaper” is to be revived 
successfully it must fill a place which 
the dailies do not already fill. In its 
vigorous effort to do so The London 
Academy, under its new management, 
has our best wishes. 

As for “formal and stately lan- 
guage” (we trust we are not taking 
the Academy too seriously in dwelling 
on these words,) a little of it will go 
@ great way, while essays likely to 
suit all or many moods in the same 
moment are hard to find. Even Elia 
only appeals strongly to one who is 
just in the mood for Elia, and would 
never immediately satisfy a “large 
circulation.” A book review is, after 
all, a review of a book, and one writ- 
tea * Lord Avebury, William Archer, 
Prof. Gilbert Murray, Sidney Low, cr 
Henry Nevinson for a weekly paper is 
not likely to differ in form or quality 
from one written by any one of these 
gentlemen for a daily paper. We are 
speaking in accord with the best Eng- 
lish opinion when we say that *the 
very best purely “literary weekly” 
in England at the present moment is 
the Friday supplement of The London 


Times, a daily newspaper. Modesty

TWELVE “ICONOCLASTS”

H. F. TOZER has just pub- 

lished through the Clarendon 

Preas (New York, Henry 

Frowde,) a translation of the 

“ Divina Commedia " in Eng- 

lish prose. At the threshold 

of his translation Mr. Tozer, an 

enthusiastic, but not always judicious, 

English student“of Dante, quite disarms 

the query as to the fitness and appro- 

priateness of his undertaking by modestly 

saying that “every one may without pre- 

sumption hope to contribute something 

toward the more perfect translation of 

the future.”’ This is a praiseworthy senti- 

ment. And it is further intimated by the 

translator that his work is not intended 

to be this ideal of the future, since he has 

“abstained from consulting other Eng- 
fish translations.” 

The obvious rendering of Mr. Tozer’s 
English is for the benefit of the English 
reader unlearned in Italian, for the reader 
who would like to stumble through the 
original by means of it and a slight knowl- 
edge of Italian, and for the hitherto un- 
discovered writer of that “‘ more perfect 
translation of the future.” It may be that 
Mr. Tozer’s English and the convenient 
form in which his translation is pub- 
lished will appeal to some who have hith- 
erto withstood the invitations of other in- 
terpreters, but really the text before us 
adds nothing to the study of the “ Com- 
media,"”” and very often weakens the 
strongest and most subtle expressions by 
rendering them through an unsuggestive 
and unresponsive style.

Mr. Tozer falls into the error of his 
predecessors in rendering Francesca’s 
apostrophe to love. (Inferno, v. 100:) 
“Love, that in gentle heart is quickly 
kindled, seized this one for the fair per- 
son, that was taken from me in a manner 
which distresses me still,” instead of: 
“ove * * * seized him (this one, i. e., 
Paolo) of fair person,” &c. “‘ The manner 
which distresses me still’’ refers not to 
the supposed fact which Mr. Tozer states 
in a footnote— The suddenness of her 
death left ®& time for répentance "—but 
to the trickery that was practiced at the 
time of her marriage, when Francesca 
found herself bound to the cripple Gio- 
vanni instead of to his handsome brother, 
Paolo. 

Places where the translator either con- 
sciously or unconsciously has weakened 
the original meaning are altogether too 
numerous. The simple and unadorned 
diction of the translator—an excellent 
thing in itself—does not excuse them. As 
one, fresh from the original Tuscan, reads 
here and there the weakness, tameness, 
and blunting of Dante's meaning are 
painfully obviois, For example, La Pia is 
made to say, (Purgatorio, v. 134,) of her 
husband, Nello: “He is privy to my 
death,” which is in strange contrast to 
this biting original: “ He knoweth it (my 
murder at Maremma) full well.” In the 
Same canto the episode of the murder of 
Jacopo del Cassero of Fano by the hired 
assassins of Asso VIII. of Este has this 
verbal attachment, “‘ The instigator was 
the Lord of Este,"”" where Dante simply has

Obsolete Musical Instruments. 


In the course of his book on “ The 
Viennese Period,” being Volime V. in 
the Oxford History of Music, W. H. 
Hadow treats of some musical instru- 
ments that have not been in use for some 
years past. He writes: 


Three instruments which have now be- 
come obsolete deserve mention on 
grounds of historic interest. The “ the- 
ordo” was a large, many-stringed bass 
lute of deeper compass than our modern 
contrabassi and employed, like them, to 
strengthen and enrich the lower regis- 
ters of the orchestra. It was still to be 
found in the band of the Austrian Hofka- 

lie when, in 1740, Haydn entered St. 

tephen’s as @ chorister, and it lasted at 
Berlin as late as 1755. But, lke all lutes, 
it was incumbered with mechanical diffi- 
culties; it had a variable temper, and 
needed constant attention; at last musi- 
cians grew impatient with it and threw it 
aside. The “ lira da braccio”’ was a mem- 
ber of the viol family, much beloved b 
amateurs and in special favor with Ferdl- 
nand IV. of Naples, for whom Haydn 
wrote five concerti and seven nocturnes. 
One of the concerti (composed for two 
“lire” in G major) still survives in manu- 
script at Eisenstadt, and is remarkable 
for the high range of the solo parts, which 
never descend below middle H, - and 


through most of the music are soaring | 


above the treble stave. A still clearer 
indication of the compass in current use 
may be found in the manuscript of the 
third nocturne, where, for the opening 
movement, Haydn has canceled the names 
of “ Lira 1 and 2” and has substituted 
those of flute and oboe. Last comes the 
*“baryton.” celebrated by the praises of 
Leopold Mozart, a round-shouldered, flat- 
bodied viol with seven gut ‘strings and 
from nine to twenty-four sympathetic 
strings of metal. Its most famous player 
was nce Nicholas Bsterhazy, in whose 
service Haydn wrote for it no less than 
175 pieces; but we can form little or no 
idea of its character or usage, since this 
vast mass of music has wholly disap- 

ed, except three divertimenti and a 
Fow inconsiderable fragments.

National moment. Had either brother 
been in the action it is fair to suppose 
he would have alluded to the matter. 
Following the account fn Appleton’s En- 
cyclopedia of American Biography of La- 
fayette, we learn that he sailed for France 
March 10, 1780, and did not return to 
America till the following Autumn. He

Strongly in His Position—A 


Categorical Reply. 
New York Times Book Review: 

SE literary critics are poor 
things at best—the “ mean 
white trash”’ of literature— 
but there is one high func- 
tion that perform, or 
ought to perform, which pos- 

sibly justifies our miserable existence. 
It is ours to hold high the standard of 
literary excellence, ours to scrutinize the 
right of entry through the narrow por- 
tals of the House of Fame, so that the 
great ones may not be crowded out by 
inferior and unworthy companions. I 
conceived it, therefore, a plain case of 
duty to protest with all the vigor at my 
command against Mr. John Morley’s lapse 


in admitting a volume on Sydney Smith, 


whom it is gross flattery to call even a 
third-rate English writer, in the series 
of English Men of Letters. Mr. Morley 
has certainly never hitherto descended to 
such a level in searching for subjects for 
his series. . 


My attitude in this matter appears to 


have attracted vehement’ protests from 
some of your readers, who base their de- 
fense upon Sydney Smith's admission to 
the level of Burke, De Quincey, George 
Eliot, Fielding, Gibbon, Lamb, Macaulay, 
and Ruskin, seemingly on one or other of 
the following grounds: 


(1) That he was an excellent character 
who wielded his pen for worthy objects. 

(2) That his name is mentioned in most 
histories of English literature, and ex- 


tracts from his “ works” given in many 
anthologies. 


(3) That a volume appeared fifty years 
ago by one Duyckinck entitled “ Wit and 
Wisdom of Sydney Smith,” and I am 
challenged to produce any volume of ex- 
tracts from one or other of the writers in 
the series of English Men of Letters. 

()) The facts that a man is a good man 
that he has written much; and that his 
writings are highly moral and meritorious 
sy have only the remotest connection with 
his place in literature. If he has not the 
“ literary sense ’’; if he cannot charm his 
readers directly by his method of putting 
things, apart from the things he puts, he 


cannot claim high rank in literature. 
Take for example Mr. Gladstone. He was 


eminently a goo@ man who wrote much, 
and, as many of us belleve, was on the 


right side in most of the struggles in 
which he was engaged, Dut not even Mr. 
Morley, his biographer, would ever think 
of including him in the series of English 
Men of Letters. 

(2) In any history of English literature 
of any length, or any anthology of Eng- 
lish worthy of the name, there are prob- 
ably some fifteen hundred names. I grant 
that Sydney Smith is an “ English Man 
of Letters"’ so far and in that sense. I 
deny his right to inclusion among the 
first fifty of all these likely to be in- 
cluded in Mr. Morley'’s series; at present 
he forms the fortieth. 

(8) The very fact that a man’s words 
and thoughts are as efficacious when torn 
from their context as when in their due 
position is rather against than for his lit- 
erary merits, so that I would not feel 
abashed if no other author in Mr. Mor- 
ley's series had a volume of extracts de- 
voted to him and Sydney Smith had. But 
as a matter of fact many of them have 
been ‘“‘extracted’’ and “canned” in a 
similar manner. I have among my books 
“Wise, Witty, and Tender Sayings of 
George Eliot,” 
eray,”’ ‘‘ Select Passages from Macaulay,”’ 
and “ Selections from Landor."”’ But I will 
meet this objection by a counter-chal- 
lenge. Let the gentleman who brought 
this objection try and see if any publish- 
er of the present day would reprint the 
worthy Mr. Duyckinck’s volume of selec- 
tions, and he will receive a lesson in, the 
relative posttion of Sydney Smith in Eng- 
lish Mterature which will surprise him. 

On the other hand, some ten years ago 
Mr. Dent printed in one of his dainty vol- 
umes a collection of bon mots of Sydney 
Smith and R. B. Sheridan, which I aiso 
happen to possess, and which contains 
absolutely nothing from Sydney Smith's 
works, but merely extracts from his re- 
ported sayings; the moral of which is that 
Sydney Smith was a wit of the after-din- 
ner-speaker type, but not an English 
Man of Letters in the sense of Mr. Mor- 
ley’s series. In short, he was a glorified 
Simeon Ford, and I do not think any one 
would feel inclined to include Mr. Simeon 
Ford’s name in a@ series devoted to 
“American Men of Letters"’ on the 
strength of his ‘' Few Remarks... One of 
your correspondents even compares Syd- 
ney Smith to Tom Corwin and 8. 8. Cox. 
I am sure I never said anything so cruel 
as that. 

I must apologize for ‘burdening your 
columns with the exposition of these ele- 
mentary principles of literary apprecia- 
tion, but the matter is somewhat more

American Authors. 


Mr. Oscar Fay Adams's “ Dictionary of 
American Authors" has come to us with 
the legend, “ Fifth Edition, Revised and 
Enlarged,’ stamped on wrapper and title 
page. The “revision” consists of insert- 
ing the date of death of those authors 
who since 1897 have occupied the main 
part of the book and who have died since 
the fourth edition, and the augmentation 
of facts concerning the authors who since 
the first edition have been added to the 
“ Supplement,” which now covers 147 
pages. The “enlargement "’ means that 


the “Supplement ’’ has been extended to | 


include a number of names whose bearers 
have in the past eight years become suf- 
ficiently well known to deserve a para- 
graph in “A Dictionary of American 
Authors.” The names in the “ Supple- 
ment’ now number over 2,800, which 
speaks well for American literary activity. 

But what have those authors whose 
names appeared in the first edition been 
doing since 1897? Apparently nothing ex- 
cept to die. Deaths are made note of, but 
no new books. This laces Howells, 
James, Twain, Wiggin, Deland & Co. in 
a very unfortunate position. For all one 
may learn to the contrary from “A Die- 
tionary of American Authors” their pens 
for the last eight years have been ubso- 
iutely idle, 

Mr. Adams, who is possibly as well 
known as some of the authors in his 
books, modestiy excludes his own name 
from the-collection. There is a great deal 
of him, however, in the brief bits of 
criticism which he dreps here and there 
among well-known writers. These criti- 
cismas suggest a far higher ideal than the
